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‘1. In November 1948, the Suviet Trade Delegation in Switzerland purchased 
from the 8rown-Boverl firm repair varts for steam turbines for an slec- 
trical power plant in Stalincrad. The vrice totaled approximately 
$300,000. The parts will ba delivered in April 1949 to Stalingrad. 
The rachines thore are used for building up heat reserve (Warmereserve) 
for the Volra pover works. 


2. The Soylet Trade Delegation approached the Escher-Wyss Co., Nardstrasse 
319, Zurich, to purchase heat pumps (Arnepumpen). The price offered 
was attractive, but Director Ernst Schmidheiny rofused the contract for 
fear the Sovicts would copy these purps later without nayine a license 
fee. In such a case, the Swiss Governrent would be in no position to 
protect hin. 


3. The von Roll'sehe Eisenwerks, Gerlafingon, was arproached by the Soviet 
Trade Delevation in December 1948 concerning the delivery of a steel 
rolling mill for Lenintrad, but the company avoided entering into a trans- 
action by stating tuat the minimum time for delivery would be two years. 
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
